Claims 12 to 21, 24 and 25 

Document 1 presents a method wherein D-dimer 
specific monoclonal antibodies are employed in order to 
measure the level of D-dimers in a patient who presents 
with an acute aortic dissection. 

The reagents that are set forth in claims 12 to 21 
can be considered to include antibodies that are capable 
of recognizing the appropriate D-dimers for identifying 
the illnesses that are set forth in said claims. However, 
as substances, the D-dimer specific monoclonal antibodies 
that are presented in document 1 are the same as the 
antibodies that are set forth in claims 12 to 21, and 
said D-dimer specific monoclonal antibodies can be 
considered to have a configuration that is suitable for 
identifying the illnesses that are set forth in claims 12 
to 21.
